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Police Relations and Crime Rise 

Canada’s top law enforcement officer, Com- 
missioner C. W. of the Royal Canadian 
Mounted Police, recently issued a warning that 
“Canada has become a new and attractive target 
for syndicated crime.” 

Speaking at a convention of the Internation. 
al Association of Chiefs of Police in Montreal, 
Commissioner stated that a crime syn- 

dicate does operate this country, although 
here is not .a crime czar in Canada, and that 

_ crime is increasing in Canada at a greater rate 
than in the United States. He termed this an 
“alarming rate” and noted that in one day a 
crime “can be planned in Montreal, carried out 
in Hamilton and the criminal can be in Van- 
couver by night.” 
\ “Everywhere the story is the same: The 
patterns of crime are becoming more involved 
and complicated. Criminals are becoming more 
organized and therefore more powerful.” 

What is the reason or cause for this? Com- 
missioner Harvison lays part of the blame on the 
police themselves. They have fallen down in 


recent years, not so much on becoming compe- ° 


tent in the mechanics of police work, although 
there is room for improvement here, but on 
earning and enjoying the support of the public. 
The latter matter is no small point either, in 
Commissioner Hi ’s opinion. 

“The question of public confidence is in my 
opinion the most important single question fac- 
ing law enforcement officers today . . . we will 
continue to lose the battle against criminals 
wr such time as we have earned and enjoy the 
fulb support of the public,” he said. 

This point is one on which any and every 
police force, large and small, can take action. 
When the general public is made to feel that 
the police are working for its protection and not 
its persecution, it should become much more 
difficult for criminals‘to operate. It is only 
when the public begins to realize, and this can 
only be effected through the conscientious ef- 
forts of police at the local level, that a police- 
man is to be considered a friend and not a foe 
that such a happy situation -will.come about.as 
exists in the United Kingdom. 

There, in the majority of communities and 
districts, the policeman is viewed by most citi- 
cens as a just and fair-minded individual 
conduct will be beyond reproach and within\the 
bounds of his‘duty at all times. It is not 
considered as sneaky or tattle-tale to give in- 
formation to the police about something sus- 
picious, either voluntarily or when: asked. 

It is this trust inthe police which we believe 
Commissioner Harvison feels is lacking in the 
relationship kee es the general Canadian 
public and C. an police forces, at least, in 
some areas.

Mr. Crossman’s prescription for holding 
West Berlin is simplicity itself. All that is 
needed, he says, is “going slow on subversion, 
sabotage and psychological warfare.” 

Such reasoning may be convincing to the 

' socialist mind. Thoughtful folk, however, are 
unlikely to be impressed. It is not “psycho- 
logical warfare” by the West that has brought 
the Berlin situation to the boiling point. Ra- 
ther, it is the reign of terror in East Germany 
itself, the abject failure of Socialist totalitarian 
planned society, the despair of the victims of 
communism, and the human drive for freedom, 
that has brought things to the crisis that exists 
today. ;

Dangerous

Time was, within the memory 
of many people living, that the 
only accidents on a farm were 


_when a man was kicked by a 


horse or cut himself with an axe 
while chopping wood, but since 
farming \uecame mechanized, 
farming has become as danger- 
ous an occupation ain a fac- 
tory. Many of these farming 
accidents are caused by trac- 
tors. We have read of two fatal 
accidents within the past few 
days, one of them that of a 10- 
year-old Walsingham Centre boy 
when the vehicle flipped over 
in making a turn at the end of 
a row of tobacco stalks on a 
Straffordville farm. 

Tractors appear to be casily 
overturned. They are apt to go 
over unless a turn Is taken slow- 


ly and as wide as space will” 


permit. They may go over if 
they strike a hard clump of 
carth, a large stone or a string- 
er from the root of a tree. Our 
opinion, which we have express- 
ed on several occasions, is that 
these machines are top heavy 


and over-powered and engin-/ 


eers who design them should 
concentrate ‘their. attention on 
removing these hazards. 

But there is another factor in 
this type of accident that should 
be rectified. There is no limit 
to the age at which a boy is al- 
lowed to drive a tractor. In the 
Straffordville case, the dead boy 
and his cousin were aboard— 
both only 10 years of age. There 
are no rules or regulations for 
farmers’ sons, or other young 


people, who drive them, except {— 
that they must not drive on the\ 


highway. The young driver does 
not need a licence to drive; he 
does not have to pass a test for 
driving. Probably the only “‘les- 
son” he gets is by watching his 
father drive. All he has to do is 
to jump up on the driver's seat 
—and drive, 

It needs just as much skill to 
drive a tractor as to drive an 
automobile The danger is even 
greater in a field with a top- 
heavy venicle pushing its way 
through soft ground. If there is 
‘no minimum age-limit for dri- 
vers, and if farmers do not 
warn their sons sufficiently as 
to how fo handie a tractor, per- 
haps lessons for rural pupils 
could be given in schools. Some 
tH tractor clubs are already 
doing much ‘good in training 
young farm people. 

The better way, we think, is 
‘or the same rules and driving 
tests to apply to tractor drivers 
as to passenger car drivers.

A suspected diabetic is a per- 
son who may have occasional 
sugar in the urine, and occa- 
sional periods when the concen- 
ee of blood sugar is elevat- 


It becomes a known case when 
sugar is present regularly in the 
urine and — this is important 
— the blood sugar level does 
not return to the normal-fasting 
level within 2 or 2-% hours. In- 
deed, the second test is more 
important than the first, because 
the real danger in diabetes lies 
in the body’s inability to use up 
or get rid of excess blood sugar. 

This may be getting a bit com- 
plicated, but It is significant. 


Let's say that a case of diabetes - 


is confirmed. Then, by proper 
diet and medication (whether in- 
sulin, diabetes pills or both) the 
ease is brought into balance so 
that no more sugar Is taken in- 
to the system than can be dis- 
posed of. The patient may even 
go for long periods without sugar 
showing in -the urine. That's 
fine! The diabetes is under con- 
trol. But it does‘NOT mean that 
it is “‘cured.’* The condition is 
there, ready to cause trouble if 
ever we are careless enough to 
stop taking the necessary pre- 
cautions. 

There is still a third term to 
Xcep in mind, the “potential 
diabetic," who may not yet be 
a “suspected djabetic’® “— al- 
though the dividing line between 
“potential and ‘‘suspected”*

It is, ‘of course, well known how Prime 
Minister Harold Macmillan came to be chosen 
to succeed Sir Anthony Eden. The Queen con- 
sulted Sir Churchill and he recommend- 
ed.Macmillan, ‘rather than R. A. Butler, consid- 
ered by many to be Eden’s heir-apparent. 

Butler, in all probability, would never now 
attain the premiership, no matter what his old 
rival and present leader might do. © Therefore, 
it would probably be wrong to regard the mai ir 
cabinet shuffle which Macmillan announte 
Monday as a deliberate move to demote Butler, 
although it certainly’ had that effect. More 
likely, if Macmillan was, indeed, intent on set- 
.ting the stage for his eventual successor, he was 
concerned with the fortunes of Iain Macleod. 
Macleod succeeds Butler as leader in the House 
of Commons and as chairman of the Conserva- 
tive party, but it is by no means certain that 
this enhances his prospects. He may be brought 
along too soon, giving time for some other bright 
young man to replace him as the favorite to 
fill Macmillan’s shoes when he eventually re- 
linquishes the position of prime minister. And 
this could, conceivably, have been Macmllan’s 
aim. 

Macleod has made his reputation eerie 
the colonial office, which he now relinquishes 
to Reginald Maulding, another of the young 
guard with high ambitions. Off-hand, it would 
seem that Maulding was being given the task 
of following a very tough rival, who has estab- 
lished a record which will be hard to beat. In 
&@ mere two years, Macleod had arranged for 
independence for colonies populated by 45,000,000 
people. But not all the Conservatives are 
pleased by this achievement, which some regard 
as the dissolution of what remains of the British 
Empire. Of course, we cannot judge the effeéts 
of the change in colonial secretaries until some 
time has passed, but it could be that the switch 
was made to appease these die-hard lovers of 
.empire. Even if this were not so, Macleod is 
now removed from the scene of his triumphs. 
if Maulding continues his p: cies. 
he will share in the credit with those, who ap- 
prove. By the same token, though, he will also 
be available to take part of the blame from those 
whose views differ with this policy. It is thus 
difficult to guess whether, if the reason for the 
shuffle was the succession to the post of: prime’ 
minister, Macleod is being helped or hindered. 





Not So Simple 
Hon. Alvin Hamilton, Federal Minister of 
Agriculture, declared at the opening ceremonies 
of the International Plowing Match that Canada 
will vigorously push her proposal for the estab- 
lishment of a world food bank: This announce- 


ment should win the approval of all Canadians.

“The entire North 
American food surplus distributed among the 
undernourished people of the world today would 
give them the equivalent of two more cups of 
rice every 17 days,” said the Sun. This hardly 
suggests that the objective: which Mr. Hamilton

Old Comedies 
-No Classics

The classicising of Mack Sen- 
nett at the Venice Film Festival 
is one of the odder items Invol- 

eved in the manufarture of leg- 
end. 

Mr. Sennett was a pioneer 
producer of slapstick movie 
comedies, two-reelers which 

_ went along with Pathe News 
to supplement the feature on 
the standard bill of screenfare. 

He gave the world the cust- 
ard pie in the face, the Key- 
stone Kops (a madly mobile 
crew) on the chase, and. the 
Mack Sennett bathing beauties 
—a monument more apt for 
sculpturing in meringue than 
in marble. 

His discoveries were more 
memorable than his products: 
Harold Lioyd, Gloria Swan- 
son, Wallace Beery and Marie 
Dressler among them. 

In his own work his talents 
lay in the direceion of low 
comedy and high hemlines. 

Jim Tully, the tra poet, 
once wrote of him that he had, 
“like most illiterate men, a 
greater sense of the ridiculous 
than of humor.” 

Perhaps it was because of 
this that the grand . passion 
of his life was for one of his 
most famous discoveries, Mabel 
Normand, whose peculiar. gen- 
ius resided in being able to look 
ridiculous and sexy at the same 
time—somewhat like Imogene 
Coca, only more 90. 

To a lesser degree the same 
was true of: another Sennett 
discovery, Louise Fazenda. 

The Mack Sennett comedies, 
if they could be considered 
classics in any sense, were 
classics of vulgarity, exploiting 
the lowest common denominat- 
or of audience taste.

Refrigerated sea water equip. 
ment for preservation and stor- 
age of fish at sea is proving 
more and more useful, parti- 
cularly im vessels which range 
far from thelr home ports, 
such as those which go to the 
Bering Sea for halibut. British 
Columbia a «have for 
some time benefitted from the 
continuing experiments and im- 
provements in this fish-bolding 
technique carried out at the 
Vancouver Technological Sta- 
tion of the Fisheries Research 
Board of Canada. 

Two large’ British Columbia 
long-line vessels landed over 
400,000 pounds of halibut from 
their refrigerated sea-water in.

in thé wilderness,” “‘A wolf in

But the strange power of 
metaphorical language is such 
that it soon ceases to be “quo- 
tation” and beconies an every- 
day part of speech. This is why 
professionel writers try to avoid 
such phrases as’ rffich as poss- 
ible — for they want to devise 
their own metaphors that are 
fresh and stimulating to the 
reader.

MacDonald is a socialist, but if he believes that 
there is no real clash of interests between farmer 
and labor, city folk and the farmer, middle-class 
and professional people and the industrial work- 
er, he is certainly no believer in the Marxian 
theory of the class struggle. 
~» One does not have to be a Marxist to accept 
the fact that there are very real clashes of inter- 

est between different groups in our free enter- 
prise economy. In this respect, at least, the 
‘Marxist seems to us to be much nearer to the 
truth than the dream-world socialists who main- 
tain that everything would be sweetness and life 
- did not big business interests promote misunder- 
. Standing and strife between different groups, in 
order to divide and rule them. 

We hope we shall never be caught “pitting” 
farmer against labor, city folk against - farmer, 
middle-class and professional people against the 
industrial worker — but we also hope we shall 
never be caught denying that the short-term 


Selfish interests of.these groups do, with great 


frequency, conflict..It is this conflict of interests 
which causes of our most serious economic 
troubles. If Mr. intends to devote his 
energies to the healing of these differences, to 
the discovery of compromises which will encour- 
2ge a spirit of give-and-take between the groups 
in the interest of a common advance, he is to be 
applauded and we wish m well. “We think, 
though, that we ought to warn any progress 
in this direction will only be attained after frank 
recognition of existing conflicts of interests — 
and certainly not by pretending that apparent 
conflicts are merely mirages painted by big busi- 
ness Interests and their editorial partners.

The scaling down 
to 35 per cent—a figure laugh- 
able to anyone who knows a 
modern army — was instantly 
denied by the U.S, authori-

: Walter L. Gordon, economics adviser to 
Liberal leader Lester B. Pearson, has suggested 
easing some taxes to stimulate industry.

It has been fashionable to regard the present 
trend towards automati@ii as just another phase 
of the reliance on the machine which has releas- 
ed man from drudgery.and poverty. However, 
experts are now warning that this is a dangerous 
over-simplification. While, in the past, the use 
of more and more machinery has produced a 
demand for manpower which more Offset 
the number of employees: these have 
4 replaced, modern automatic machines are doing 
the work of so many men that a continuation 
of this trend cannot reasonably be expected. In 

er words, as in the thirties-when so many 
factories were idle, ‘we. are once. again facing a 
situation in which our ability to produce is not 
matched by our ability/to distribute the goods 
produced. 


Other things being equal, preference ought 
+ to be given, for some time at least, to those 
industries which do the most to ald in the dis- 
tribution of goods, by paying out a large share 
of their production costs for labor. There will 
be instances where such a policy would not be 
feasihle—industries in which‘only the use of 
automatic machinery will make it possible to 
Compete with goods produced by cheap foreign 
labor. But in other instances even minor tax 
concessions might retard the replacement of 
men by machines, giving us a badly-needed 
«breathing space in which to adjust our economy 
to the new age of automation.
